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division of the East along the line of Western-type nation - 
states. His refutation, that the soyereign national state of the 
West was not applicable to the East followed the theme, that 
Che state ideal of the West had emerged before the industrial 
revolution and before extensive economic calculation had be- 
jcme prominent in all walks of life. In the East, where no 
independent nation-states had so far existed, the economic 
calculation called for somewhat «complex> multi-national 
moleculesiUXt 

Of course, as is well known, themes such as the German 
or Balkan ZoUverein or else a Danube federation were current 
in those years(12) and they certainly shaped the premises of 
young Toynbee*s intellectual and political commitment and 
responses to the challenges, that arose from the intrusion of 
imperialism into the East. But, as we have already seen, the 
young Arnold Toynbee has already transmitted to us a bio- 
graphic literary legacy, that enables us in his case to crystal- 
lize his particular terms of response, which otherwise we 
would solely have to infer from the generalities of the con- 
ventional wisdom of the world war period. Again, against this 
background of the broader strands of thought as well as Jud- 
ged by he zeal, which led Arnold Toynbee to scrutinize tne 
Islamic and Arab World in the first volxune of his ambitious 
Survey of International Affairs(13), one surely can call the 
distinguished historian and thinker, in whose memory this 
conference takes place, one of the first champions in the Weot 
of the unity of the Arab peoples.

In recent years there has been an almost-exclusive pre- 
occupation with Toynbee's religious beliefs. At the age of the 
puDlication of ^Kationalitjr and the Wanr Toynbee had how- 
ever not yet really explored the spirituality and religion of 
cue fiast. In contrast, his- mind seems to have-beeh more pre- 
occupied With the indiistnailBation process in the West, its 
i^pread abroad atid its functioning by giving rise to new mo- 
des of liie and forms of transnational cohesion. From tnis 
cuigle, Toynbee, despite of the barbarian war that he wit- 
nessed, put post-war Europe high up on fche ascending, line. 
jjixi he did not' put the East into the negative pha^e either. 
Judged, in particular, by his outright cotnmitment to the 
^rab and Islamic cause in the wake of the peace conferences 
uf Versailles Sevres, San Remo and Lausanne, Arnold Toyn- 
Dce certainly had visualized the Arab world as sparked oft by 
new vitality. 

Due to his assessment of the long-term political implica- 
tions of expanding industrialization in the world as well as 
to the lessons of the Balkan Wars, Toynbee was against the 
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criticized the curtailment of the sovereignty of the interna- 
tional body by the mandatory regimes in the Middle East, 
Shortly before, in 1920, he had been dropped as a proline con- 
tributor to the empire-deyoted Round Table, magazine,, for 
wnich^he had so tar 9.nonymQUsXy written.all articles on Otto- 
man and Islamic affairs(8). The Round Table apostles-had 
oanned him, because of his severe criticism of British policy 
towards Turkey, 

Biographical details such as these well testify, that the 
ihlnker Arnold Toynbee was also a pragma tician and com- 
Miitted partisan, who skilfully disseminated. his ideas and by 
doing so undertook to. enhance. the. inner, momentum of tne 
great causes, to which he confessed.. 

We now can ask, what precisely it was, that Arnold Toyn- 
b£'e advocated for the Middle East, once, peace had come ? 
Granted that this is a question, which possibly cannot be 
answered finally. Unfortunately, whereas we paradoxically 
know more about his interpretation of the MacMahon - 
Hussein correspondence and the Bykes-Picot agreement(9), 
much less is transmitted about his early views on the Arab 
Middle. East. 

As a possible and good approach one can suggest, I think, 
to take a look at his book ^Nationality and the War:». which 
appeared in 1915. Of course, we must make the reservation, 
tnat this study was largely engendered by the Balkan and 
Turlflsh problems from before the war. Furthermore, Arnold 
Toynbee spoke in very general terms of the East versus West 
u ,t to speak of his tacit commitment to the British Common- 
wealth as a model for international government and agent 
ior mankind outside its precincts. 

In this book «Natlonality and the War», which Arnold 
Toynbee published at the age of 26, we find expounded a kind 
of fl;law» in history, which later-on Toynbee underpinned by 
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as Jan C?hristian Smuts, whose Zionist views, to my knowled- 
ge, he did not share, but to whose philosophy of holism he 
owed so much in his formative years(4). In one way or an- 
other all these men set about to contribute to the shaping of 
a new world order^ at a time, when the prospects of peace were 
still dim. 

In 1924 Smuts wrote to his close friend at Oxford, Gilbert 
Murray, the well-known Grecian, ardent liberal and by the 
way father-of-law of Arnold Toynbee: «You will remember 
the first conversation we had in April 1917 when I said that 
our intellectual reserves ought to be mobilized for the spiri- 
tualization of the war and its great results... The great cau- 
ses, once well started, push through by their own inner mo- 
mentum* (5).. 

At the opposite end of this intellectual spectrum of expec- 
tancy there is the pessimistic speculation, whether some- 
cning had gone wrong with that push. In 1928 in New York, 
Salvador de Madariaga and H. N. Brailsford, two more spiri- 
tual founding fathers of the League of Nations and the man- 
date concept, took part in a debate on whether tne. League oX 
Nations could cope with imperialism. Salvador de. Ivladariaga 
confessed that at first sight he had considered the mandate 
article 22 of the Covenant of the League of Nations as «the 
worst fig leaf of the whole show*, but that later on he had 
come to entertain hope, because the mandate concept signal- 
ized that imperialism would be temporary only, because the 
mandatory regime was limited in time(6). 

Nevertheless, there surely was a mood of defeat and resi- 
gnation, but also of defiance among the ranks of these radi- 
cal thinkers. Arnold Toynbee, who in the latter part of the 
war had sat on the Labour Party's advisory committee on 
international affairs, was in the early twenties and shortly 
after the Paris peace conference particularly outspoken in a 
series of pamphlets on the League of Natlan3(7), in which he 



Arnold Toynbee was good to young researchers. At first 
my heart throbbed mightily, I must confess. Approaching 
him as a foreigner and instantly sensing the tremendous inte- 
llectual sincerety and cordiality of this distinguished person, 
I suddenly feared that the subject of my interview might 
question this integrity by pinpointing sins in his early career. 

About the time of my call at the Chatham House I was in 
the course of writing my thesis on the «Birth of the mandate 
idea and its fulfilment in Iraq* (3) and it was on the basis of 
this research that I had come to the conclusion, that an ana- 
lysis of the intellectual profile and political commitment of 
Arnold Toynbee at the time of the first world war might be 
helpful for a more comprehensive and deeper understanding 
of those strands of thought and cross-fertilizations of ideas, 
which gave shape to the mandate concept - a concept, of 
which we all know, that it was ambiguous in the extreme, 
alien to the Arab people and to the people of Iraq, and soon 
serving as a shrewd cover for the colonial appetite of the po- 
wers of the Entente, which victoriously emerged from the 
war. 

In iaci, was I not asking the celebrated professor Toyn- 
bee, where as a young man he had made a compromise with 
imperialism — a compromise neither based on political oppor- 
tunism nor resignation but instead stipulated by his own par- 
ticular vision of the rise and decline of civilisations in the 
specific and contemporary circumstances of the new inter- 
nationalism of the League of Nations, of open-door trade po- 
licy and of Jthe ever increasing industrialisation of the world? 
No doubt, philosophically as well as intellectually, the young 
Arnold Toynbee was committed to the mandate concept; poli- 
tically, however, he fought against the way, how the mandate 
was executed in the aftermath of the war. 

Let me illustrate, what I mean, by pointing to some of 
Arnold Toynbee's intellectual companions and masters-such 
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POLITICAL CHALLENGES IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND 
SOME RESPONSES BY THE YOUNG ARNOLD TOYNBEE 



It was in 1968, when I enjoyed the pxivikge of inter^ 
'/lewing the eminent professor Ariioid Taynbee at the Cha- 
tliam House in London. Arnold Toynbee was then already--79 
years old, but I well remember his almost boyish delight in 
being questioned about the Arnold Toynbee at the age of 26 
and 30, when contemporaries regarded him as a radical young 
man with «Bolshevik leanings>.(l) Arnold Toynbee*s memo- 
ries and answers to my questions, althougTi they referred back 
more than half a centuty, were spontaneous and lively, ex- 
L^eptionally accurate, almost frighteningrly computer-like-so 
as if he was keen on proving to himself the successful func- 
t oning of his intellect as ^ell as the careful maintenance cf 
his life span as a kind of well-planned and meaningful, hu- 
intine and cosmopolitan unity. At the ag6 of 79 Arnold Toyn- 
bee, indeed, struck me as surprisingly young and when he 
spoke about the future of mankind and the world-plan of C.A. 
Doxiadis(2), he did not sound Utopian but pragmatic and pro- 
misirxg* 
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
